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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Damond Vadnais (Reg. No. 52,310) on January 24, 2012. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claim 4. 

2. (Currently Amended) A probe set comprising multiple probes that are 
isolated and that can be used for identification of an HLA-A allele contained in a 
specimen, wherein the multiple probes comprise [the probes of] SEQ ID NOs. 251 to 454 
or [the probes of] SEQ ID NOs. 455 to 631 so that the alleles of SEQ ID NOs. 1 to 250 
can be identified by conducting a set of polymerase chain reaction (PCR) [operations] 
using different probes selected from the probe set [based on the allele-probe 
correspondence list shown in Tables 3-1 to 3-9 or in Tables 4-1 to 4-9]. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 2 is allowable in light of applicant's amendment filed on December 5, 201 1 
and the examiner's amendment. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 101 and 112, first and 
second paragraphs have been withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment filed on 
December 5, 201 1 and the examiner's amendment. No prior art teaches or suggests 
multiple probes comprising SEQ ID Nos: 251-454 or SEQ ID Nos: 455-631. No prior art 
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either alone or in combination with the other art in the record teaches/teach or reasonably 
suggests/suggest a probe set which comprises all limitations recited in claim 2.
